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FOREWORD 


THE  idea  of  forming  this  collection  originated  with  Miss  Katharine 
Hartshorne.  one  of  our  younger  decorators,  whose  success  has  been 
founded  upon  the  necessary  requisites  of  inherent  taste,  sound  training 
and  capacity  for  organized  effort.  Her  love  of  fine  craftsmanship,  as  interpre¬ 
tative  of  design  in  sympathy  with  modern  character,  and  her  foreign  schooling 
have  led  her  to  an  understanding  enthusiasm  for  and  knowledge  of  the  best  work 
of  the  Eighteenth  Century,  a  fact  which  has  made  collaboration  with  her  in 
this  venture  a  matter  for  my  personal  congratulation. 

No  other  than  one  who  knows  the  foreign  market  in  its  present  state  can 
form  any  adequate  conception  of  the  existing  extreme  scarcity  of  unaltered 
antique  pieces.  Those  of  sufficient  artistic  value  to  warrant  purchase  are  diffi¬ 
cult  to  find,  even  among  the  stocks  of  dealers  of  international  reputation.  The 
supply  is  infinitesimal  as  compared  with  the  volume  of  an  ever  increasing  and 
world  wide  demand. 

He  who  would  limit  his  purchases  to  genuine  objects  and  secure  them  in 
sufficient  quantities  to  form  a  collection  of  any  size  within  a  reasonable  period 
of  time  must  be  equipped  not  only  with  the  requisite  knowledge,  but  with  the 
keenest  of  eyesight,  an  inexhaustible  fund  of  patience  and  the  capacity  for  un¬ 
remitting  hard  work.  With  the  exception  of  a  bare  half  dozen  small  objects, 
which  are  frankly  catalogued  as  not  antique,  all  pieces  in  this  collection  are 
genuine  products  of  the  period  to  which  they  are  attributed. 

Other  than  some  twenty  items,  which  have  long  been  the  property  of 
Miss  Hartshorne  or  myself,  the  material  included  has  been  imported  for  this 
sale  and  has  never  before  been  privately  or  publicly  offered  in  America. 

Our  desire  is  to  achieve  a  sale  notable  for  the  satisfaction  of  both  ourselves 
and  the  public  in  its  results.  Every  facility  will  be  given  during  exhibition 
for  the  satisfactory  inspection  of  the  objects  offered,  as  that  necessary  clairvoy¬ 
ance  was  lacking  which  would  have  enabled  one  to  foresee  their  present  condi¬ 
tion  when  cataloguing  them  at  the  time  their  purchase  was  consummated  in 
Europe. 

As  buyers  are  primarily  interested  in  the  total  size  of  objects  intended  for 
decorative  use,  all  measurements  given  for  framed  and  other  materials  are  in¬ 
clusive  unless  otherwise  stated. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Alexander  Press  for  every  possible  assistance 
rendered  in  the  production  of  this  catalogue  under  adverse  circumstances  of  time 
and  facilities.
